Buffalo, Sept 9.— Through the qulot, 
peacefiU l|ablNith, evanr word that 
came from the big vlnedad house In 
Delaware avenue, In whir h tho strick- 
en chief niagistiat»> of the nation Hps 
battling for life, waa reassuring, and 
the chances of his recoverjr ar* so 
graatlr improved that all of those who 
baTO kept the patient vigil at his bed- 
side feel BtrouRly that his life will bo 
spared. Tho dfvolopnients of the day 
were dread(^d, but hour after hour 
passed, and the distinguished patient, 
•tmtsling ther* benactta the watchful 
eyes of phy,>iclan8 and trained nurses, 
showed not an unfavorable symptom. 
Five times duriuK th»' day the eniin< nt 
doctors and surgeons assembled fur 
consultation, and each time the ver- 
dict was unanimous that what change 
had occurred was for the better. Not 

the slightest prenionitoi y symptom of 
peritonitis appeared, and the fresh 
hope borne with the morning grew 
stronger and stronger as the day ad- 
Taiioed,nBtll toward evening the confi- 
dence expressed in the president's re- 
covery seemed almost too sanguine. 

Dr. Chnrlcs Mcllurney, the famous 
New York surgeon who had been sum- 
moned in consultation, declared that 
the preatdent'a condition was satisfac- 
tory to all the phjrtldana present. It 
Is not strange, therefore, that the vice 
president, the members of the cabinet 
and distinguished visitors who called 
came away with lighter hearts and 
bvoyant tread and gave expreMlon to 
the most optimistic sentiments. The 
encouraging news spread over the ex- 
position city with great rapidity, and 
thousands rejoiced. 

Not Out of Danger. 

And yet, despite all this optimism, 
the president is by no means out of 
danger. Not one of hlH physicians, 
not one of his advisers who Is admit- 
ted to the inner counctlet has the 
temerity to go so far as to declare 
that he is. But if he continues to Im- 
prove for one more day the danger of 
peritonitis, which Is most dreaded, 
will bave practically dlsapeared. One 
of the doctors thought 48 houra would 
be the limit of the danger from that 
source, but his more conservative col 
leagues believe at least 24 hours, pos- 
sibly 36 from this time, must elapse 
before the possibility of per}tonitls 
iftAU have ^rantsbed. That disposed 
of, itlU other complications may arise. 
Blood poisoning might set in or an 
abscess form where the bullet is Im- 
bedded In the muscles of the back. 

Thus far the ball of the assassin, 
which is still in the body, gives the 
physiolans no anxiety. But If the 
slightest inflammation appears In tlio 
region of the lead It will bw immedi- 
ately extracted. No difficulty <b antic- 
ipated in this regard. One of Edison's 
bf«t x-ray machlnee and bis moat 
skillful and trusted operator. Dr. H. 
A. Knolls, has arrived. With It the 
pbyslclaaa aay there is not the ■light- 
est 4oabt thai the ball can be located 
p«r0|g|lr ior an operation.

All the members of the cabinet are 
now here except Secretaries Hay and 
l.ong.

The cabinet officers 
feel it to be their duty to be here in 
this crisis to meet any emergency 
They are holding no formal meetings, 
although tbera ara aome mattera of 
public business which they dally dis 
CUBS Informally, and the possible con- 
tingericlea should the president grow 
worse are also thoroughly canvassed. 
They do not believe that there is the 
most rtMoto ^oealblUtjr that Vice 

President Roosevelt will be called on 
to exercise the functions of chief mag- 
istrate under the disability clause of 
the constitution while the president 
lives. 

Vice President Rooeevelt would not 
hear of Buch a course. Still, In the 
pveiit of gnve international (oiiiplii a- 
tions, an emergency might occur, and 
the question baa artsen ln their minds 
as to who ahould proclaim the disabil 
Ity provided for by the constltati'in 
That InRtrument Is silent on the sr.l)- 
Ject. There is no precedent to follow 
During the protracted illness of Pre^l 
dent Oarfleld before bis death. Vice 
Preaident Arthur was not called upon 
to act 

The messages of sympathy from all 
over the United States and all owv 
the world. In fact, have fairly over- 
whelmed Secretary Cortelyou. Two 
more White Houae stenographera have 
been sent for, and upon their arrival 
perhaps some of the more Important 
messages will be made public. Almost 
every government in the world has 
been heard from, most of the heads 
of European states sendlni personal 
messages. Among the latter are Presi- 
dent Loubet of Prance, King Edward 
VII, Emperor WilllKm. the kings of 
Portugal. Italy and Sweden and the 
Sultan of Turkey. 

Mrs. McKinley Bears Up Bravely. 

Mrs. McKinley continues to bear up 
bravely, and her fortitude under th - 
circumstances Is regarded as remark- 
able. One of her dearest and closest 
friends, Mrs. Rand of Washington, has 
arrived here and will probably remain 
with her during this trying period. 

People to Have the Facts. 
Buffalo, Sept. 9. — A statement In- 
tended to put at rest any idea that th" 
official bulletins underestimate the 
conditions of the president and at thc- 
■ame time give assurance that the 
public shall have the facts was Issued 
by Secretary Cortelyou. It reads: 
"The public will be kept fully advised 
of the actual condition of the presi- 
dent. EUich bulletin is carafully and 
conservatively prepared and Is an au 
thorltatlve statement of the most Im- 
portant features at the hour It is l.s- 
sued. The people an- entitled tO th^ 
facts and shall bave them." 

An Astrologer's Forecast. 

N' \v York, Sept. 9. — Gustave Meyer, 
who says be Is an astrologer, living In 
Hoboken, N. J., claima to uave aent 
the following telegram to President 
McKinley waen the latter was In San 
Francisco: "Vo\ir wife will live an- 
other year — until about next February 
or March — but be careful of yourself. 
You will be shot or stabbed during the 
month of June or else In September." 

Court of Inquiry May Be Put Off. 

Buffalo, Sept 9. — A rumor is cur- 
rent that la view of the attack upon 
the president and the presence here 
of the chief ofUcials of the country, 
the Sohley court of inquiry will be 
postponed. No official information on 
the aubject fa obtainable yet 

Official Bulletin. 
Buffalo. Sept 9.— The following bul-

. CHICAOO AMABOHISTS. 

Tkey Were Assembled Baipeetlng to 
Hear iMportant News. 

Chicago, Sept 9. — Chicago anar- 
cblsts. in response to a call issued 
three daya ago, held a meeting in a 

saloon on West Chicago avenue and 
discussed the attemtped aasasslnatlon 
of Praatdent MoRlnley. Women and 
men known to be aaaociated with the 
anarchist movement In the city were 
in the barroom. The atteadanc* at 
the meeting ahowed that it was no 
Impromptu gathering. Over 200 per- 
sons were gathered in the hall. 

Three days ago the members of sev- 
eral societies were notified mat a eel 
ebratlon would take place The rea 
son for the issuance of the call for the 
meeting could noi be learned. They 



made no s. ck t of the fact that they 
anticipated something of which they 
mlfht talk, however. Not a word of 
sympathy for the president was heard 
at the meeting. Instead there were 
speeches in wliic h the name of McKin- 
ley was mentioned only to bring forth 
cries of condemnation. For the name 
of the president's assailant there were 
cheers. All the epeeches were in Oer- 
man, although at times some of the 
members of the audience would give 
vent to their feelings in English. The 
meeting lasted until early Saturday 
morning. 

Luke P. Colleran, chief of detect- 
ives, stated that there had been no no- 
ticeable activity among Chicago anp;- 
chlsts up to last Sund.iy ninht, wh' ii 
a mating wa.^ held at which Lucy 
Pardons presided, and where a man 
nam* d Dernard was a prominent fig- 
ure. Nothing sensational developed, 
however, at the meeting, and no action 
was taken regarding it by the detect- 
ive department. 

Concerning the six anarchists ar- 
rested here Captain Colleran said: 
'I found upon examining them that 
tbey have been in China. Swltserland. 
France. England, Oermany, Bohemia 
and Russia. They claim they are more 
radical than Parnon'* and Spies were. 
Th<!y believe in no ballot box, but in 
government by groups and comrades. 

Chief O'Neil of the police depart 
ment teceived a telegram from Chief 
Buell if Buffalo, giving but little foun- 
dation for the belief that the plot orlg 
inated In Chicago, The telegram waa 
as followa: '*We have in costedy Leon 

CzolgosK, alias Fred C. Nelman. presi- 
dent's assassin. Locate, if possible, 
E. J. Eseek. who Is editor of some :(o- 
cialistic paper." Escek Is one of the 
men arroated here. 

Justice Prindlvllle, on application of 
City Prosecutor Taylor, Issued war- 
rants for the six m< n and three woin* n 
under arrest, charging them with con- 
spiracy to assassinate President Mc- 
Kinley. The charge Is "Conspiracy to 
kill and assassinate the president of 
the United States, William McKinley; 
conspired with I.eon Czoigosi. alias 
Fred C. Nieman." The bearing Will 
take place Monday. 

PRlBOKKR*S CONKRSStiON. 

Went Into Temple ef Masle With 
Murder in His Henrt. 

Buffalo, Sept. 9. — Although Czrlgopz 
refused to incriminate any one In 
the plot to kill President Mi Kinley, 
the police are of opinion that another 
man was a party to it The man ia one 
who walked directly in front of Cxol- 
gosz and shielded him from the sight 
of the secret service men. The police 
have a good descri|)tiun of him, and 
his arrest may occur at any moment. 
There Is no doubt, according to the 
police, that this man was an accom- 
plice of Csolgoss. Two or three sus- 
pects were picked up in \ aii(.us parta 
of the city, hut they were released 
after undergoing an examination, each 
one proving an alibi. 

District Attorney Pennp gave the 
substance of Ciolgosi's confession as 
follows: 

"This man baa admitted shooting 
the prebid. nt He says be intended to 
kill; that he had been planning to do 
It for the last three days, since be 
came here. He went Into the Temple 
of Music with murd.-r In his heart. In- 
tending to Bhoot to kill. He fixed up 
his hand by tying a handkerchief 
around it. and waited his turn to get 
ntar the president When he got di- 
rectly in front of the president he 
flred. He says he had no confederate, 
that he was entirely alone In the plan- 
ning and execution of this diabolical 
act. He saya be Is a believer In the 
theoriea propounded by Emma Oold- 
man, whom he heard lecture several 
times. He also intimates that he does 
not believe In our form of government, 
and therefore that hf deemed it his 
duty to get rid of the president." 

This in substance is the confession 
of Leon Osolkoss. who is a German- 
Pole, and says his home Is ki the vicin- 
ity of Cleveland, O. He Is 2». unmar- 
ried, and has seven brothers and two 
sisters living there. He exhibits no 
signs of remorse, and. aalde O'oni his 
B a nmnn sBB, acta aa If be had done 
a prataewortny act 

Foraker's Comment. 
Xlinclnnati, Sept 9.— Joseph B. For 
akar returned home from New York 
and Washington. He first heard the 
news of the attempted assassinatlou 
at Charlottesville. In commenting on 
the awful aOalr ha aaldt "It would 
have been bad enough If the assassin 
had attempted the life of only McKin- 
ley, but be was not striking at the 
man so much as at the president of 
the United States. McKlnley's whole 
life has been without fault This ought 
to have been a safe protection for him 
while In their midst and wou. . have 
been if the anarchist were anything 
but what he Is. They are opposed to 
all law and order and are ready to 
murder even such a man as MoKlnlay 
if the notion occurs to them. What 
the remedy is can not be so easily 
stated, but * t must be f ound." 

Assassin's Nationality. 
New York. Sept. •.— An Indignation 



meeting atti nded by about 500 Pole;-, 
of whi(h It is (i-timated there are 
80.0(1(1 In N'ew York city, was held at 
the Church of St. Stanislaus, and bit- 
ter denunciation of Csolgosi!s crime 
were uttered, while the expression of 
sympathy for the president and those 
belonging to him was warm aiul uni- 
versal. Uoubt as to the nationality of 
the assassin was expressed, and it was 
decided to send a delegate to Cleve- 
land and Toledo at once to look Into 
his ancestry and to prove to the Amei 
lean people that he is not a Pole, but 
a Ruaslan by descent 

Meat's Opinion. 

New York, Sept. 9. — John Most, thi^ 
anarchih-t. was indignant when Inform- 
ed that the man who shot Preaident 
McKinley was an anorchlst "I do not 
believe that he is an anarchist," said 
Most. "Every nan who shoots a pres- 
ident or a king not an anurchift. 
Ouiteau. who shot President Garileld, 
was not an anarchist He was a dis- 
appointed offlce-aeeker. Anyway, we 
know nothing of that fellow. Comes 
from Poland, does be? I am sure he 
ia no anarchiat Thera are no anar- 
chists in Poland. Poland is a Catholic 
country." 

Assassin Was In Chicago. 
Chicago, Sept. SV — if any further 
proof were needed that Leon czoigosz 
was the guest of Chicago anarchists 
shortly befora be went to Buffalo on 
bis murderous mission against Presi- 
dent McKinley It was supplied by 
three of the prisoners In the Central 
police station. They identifled a pho- 
tograph of the murderous "red" as a 
pictura of the man whom tbey saw at 
the home of Abraham Isaak, 515 Car- 
roll avenue, not longer ago than July 
12. The 11 men and women who aie 
avowed anarchists were formally 
booked on the chargea of conspiracy 
to commit murder. 

French Sympathy. 
Paris, Sept 9.— The Parisian news- 
papera continue their sympathetic arti- 
cles, and. as Matin remarks, they are 

unanimous In denouncing thi' outra^" 
and commiserating the .Xm- iiran na 
tion. "It i>; to tlic lnuior of Kuniix'an 
Journals," says The Matin, "that on 
such occasloa their comments resem- 
ble each other cloaely. and the lan- 
guage of one la the language of all.' 
The Temps, however, in an interegting 

article referring to President McKin- 
ley and Vlee President Roosevelt, 

says: "McKinley is not a TJncoln, and 
it can conHdt-ntly be said that Roose- 
velt under no ciicdtiistHiii • i~ wmild be 
a Johnson, whose presidency became 
a governmental civil war after the 
military civil war had come to an 
end." 



Prayere For the President 

New York, Sept. 9. — Not a church 
service was held In New York city or 
Its environments Sunday at which 
prayers were not offered for the recov- 
ery of President McKinley. And cou- 
pled with these supplications was a 
strong undercurrent of thanksgiving 
that the tone of the dispatches from 
Buffalo were of au encouraging char- 
acter.

Milwaukee, Sept. 9.— The Bay View 
meeting, after a stormy session, broke 
up in a row. The radical element left 
the hall and the remaining members, 

not quite half of those in att( ndance, 
voted to return to work. Tlic question 
of returning to work was dfliatid at 
length and every member bad his say. 
President Joseph D. Redfern ordered 
a aecret ballot to be taken. An ap-^ 
peal was made. The appeal was re-* 
ferred to the vice president of th<' 
lodge, whose duty It Is to act In such 
an exigency. The lodge waited 15 
minutes and the vice president failed 
to take any action on the appeal. 
President Redfern then appointed tell- 
ers and ordered that a secret ballot be 
taken, wh< u-uiiou the radical element 
left the lodge in a body. Tho radicals 
slightly outnumbered the conserve- 
tivea. Those remaining In lodge then 
voted unanimously to return to work. 
The result of the meeting will un- 
doubtedly be a split in the organiza- 
tion of the .■\niali;niiiateil .Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers in this 
city. The radicals will undoubtedly 
claim the charter of the association, 
but President Redfern says as presi- 
dent of the lods-' he will hold on to 
the charter, as the action taken at the 
meeting was constitutional. 

Fires had been lighed at the mills 
preparatory to starting, whether the 
lodge voted to return or not. This 
action of the coiiipany. it is said, will 
he the cau.se of tin' question lieiiig set- 
tled, because the company, it is said, 
is prepared to start the mills with 
nonunion men.

Storm en Lake Huron. 
Washington, Sept. ».— Dispatches

A moot doplorable tragedy waa onactod 

about 1 o'clock SunJay afternoon at the 
home ol Mr. Hack Newman three mileo 
woot of MayoTiUe, in Oharlooton Bottom. 

Newman lives on the farm beet known 
M the Walter E. Neal farm, but which 
it now owned by Mr. John Zwoigart. 

Mr. DariuH Moran has been makinx his 
home in the residence on the farm, 
0Mafi9iaf>a potttoo of- tb»d<rellin«t while 

Mr. Newman and family occupied the 
reet of the house, the two cultivatirx the 
land. 

DurioR the past week trouble arose 
between Newman and Moran. The latter 

was a man of kindly-hearted and peace- 
able disposition when not under the in- 
flaoacoof l^qoor, but whon drinklttf wao 
qiiarrelsome. 

From Mr. Newman's story the trouble 
originatod over tba renting of the land 
for next season, the owner of the farm 
haviufi! decided not to let Moran remain. 
The latter ooomod to think Newman was 
to blame somawhat, and the trouble 
between them grew very bitter. Moran 
made frequent threats to kill Newman, 
and the latter last Tburoday had a war- 
rant issued for him for threatening his 
wife aleo. Thin only in;»de matters worse, 
and Newman applied for a warrant to 
hava Moran bound over to keep the 
peace. * 

The Magiitratos, however, delayed act- 
iag on tba applieation natil Tuesday 

when the first case v/hh ect for trial. 
Newman claims he and his wife begged 
the anthoritioo to protect them from 
Moran, who promised if the latter con- 
tinued to molest the family they would 
send an ofic.'r Ui ifn. but aetion waa 
delayed. 

Sunday about 1 o'clock Moran returned 
from Maysville and according to New- 
man's story began u soon ai be KOt out 
of the buggy. He started towards the 
door, threatenintr Newman and eayin^ 
be would kill him as soon as he sot his 
gnn^ Ao faa apktfOMfliflS. 9MM«^ «ho 
was on the inside with a shotgun, firod, 



the charge of shot entering Moran's ri^ht 
side, below the nipple. Though fatally 
woondad, Moran still continued and 
Newman seised a club and dealt him two 
blows on the head, the last one felling 
him to the ground. 

Such io. Newman's aooonnt of the traft- 
edy. Ha at once came to this city, sur- 
rendered to the authorities and wae com- 
mitted to jaiL He formerly lived io 
Mayovilla and ooadaoted a livery otabla 
on Wall street. He has the reputation 
of being a quiet and industrious man. 

Coroner Wood bald an iaqoaot Sunday 
afternoon, the jury returniiij; a venlict 
that Moran came to bis d-^ath from a 
gunshot tired by Newman. 

After the inqneot Moran's remains were 
removed to the home of his brother, Mr. 
Klasha Moran, where the funeral takes 
place at 3 o'clock this afternoon, Elder
